A Proposed Change in the Calendar. 

It is learned from the Scientific 
Am erican that a suggestion has 
been made that on Jan. 1, 1900, a 
new division of the year be made. 
If this division be made there 
will be thirteen months j the 
first twelve to contain twenty- 
eight days and the thirteenth to 
have twenty-nine except' leap 
years, when it will have thirty 
It would surely be convenient to 
have twelve months of four weeks 
or twenty-eight days each, as it 
would enable us to tell readily the 
day of the month. If for exaihple 
the first day of January came 
Monday, the first day of every 
month would be Monday, and we 
would soon learn the date of each 
week day, and as they would-be 
the same for each month we would 
soon be able to do away with 
calendars. 

How much easier it would be for 
the school-boy to reckon interest 
by the exact method. There are 
many advantages which such a 
change would bring over the pres¬ 
ent calendar, as it would be vastly 
easier to reckon forward or back 
for a certain time than it is now 
with months of various lengths, 
irregularly arranged.

It is important to keep the 
main issue for which this league 
stands, clear from needless com¬ 
plications. It is an open question 
whether abstinence from all for ma 
of alcholic drinks at all times and 
under all circumstances is desir¬ 
able. Personally I believe that 
under existing conditions total 
abstinence is the best rule for 
every man who wishes to have the 
most beneficial influence upon his 
fellowmen. But that is 'not the 
question before this league. The 
league invites the co-operation of 
all who desire to see the actual 
laws honestly enforced. Whether 
a separate political party is desir¬ 
able for the promotion of the in¬ 
terests of temperance or not, is an 
open question. Personally I am 
most emphatically of the’ opinion 
that it is not. Hut the’league 
welcomes 


out. And the only way to find 
out whether it is or not, is to mass 
your fifteen hundred saloons on 
the one side, and your-fifteen hun¬ 
dred churches on the other; give 
plenty of funds and wise and cour¬ 
ageous leadership, and yenr sys¬ 
tematic. education, and concerted 
action to both parties. If under 
these conditions the saloons con¬ 
tinue to flourish; and multiply, 
then indeed we shall admit that 
prohibition is a failure in Maine. 
The ^.Christian -Civic league " asks 
for nothing more than a fair fight 
on a fair issue. Those who wish 
to see prohibition succeed ought to 
join us, for only under such condi¬ 
tions as we propose, is success pos¬ 
sible. Those who wish to see pro¬ 
hibition stricken from the consti¬ 
tution should bid us God-speed; 
for the only way by which it can 
ever be repealed is by giving the 
people of the state a practical ex¬ 
perience of its systematic andjhor- 
ough enforcement. The inconsist¬ 
ency and hypocrisy and mischief 
and disgrace of the existing situa¬ 
tion is in tolerable.

The difficulty is not in the en¬ 
forcement of the law. Any man 
of ordinary force and determina¬ 
tion can do that. The difficulty is 
in getting men elected and sup¬ 
ported and sustained on that issue; 
And the difficulty there is due to 
the apathy and indifference ’ and 
division of the temperance forces. 
The liquor interest stands like a 
skater prepared to throw its whole 
weight on either foot, according as 
one party or the other will pro¬ 
tect its interests best. It con¬ 
stitutes hn effective balance of 
power. If the liquor interest 
were to draw off by itself and try 
to form a party of its own, it 
would be insignificant and impo¬ 
tent. And yet -that is precisely 
the attitude of those temperance 
people who form a third party to 
oppose the liquor interest. What 
is wanted is not a third party, but 
the united, compacted, organized 
temperance sentiment of all men 
of all parties, prepared to demand 
are in-1 enforcement of each party on pen¬ 
alty of throwing a solid 
vote against it if it refuses 
to pledge itself to such enforce^ 
ment; and putting up independent 
candidates of its own only as a last 
resort when all efforts to secure 
satisfaction from .the regular par¬ 
ties fall. To weld the temperance 
sentiment of the community into 
such a solid body is no small task. 

It requires the enrollment of every 
friend of temperance in a body'de¬ 
voted to this purpose. It requires 
generous contributions from every 
friend of temperance who would 
rather give a dollar out of his own 
pocket, than permit the saloons to 
go on robbing his poor neighbors, 
and impoverishing their homes. 

It requires a campaign of educa¬ 
tion, in churches and halls, and 
schoolhouses and groves. It re¬ 
quires the entire time and strength 
of a paid officer, who shall make 
this> work his chief concern. It 
requires the co-operation of hun¬ 
dreds of willing helpers, and ear¬ 
nest workers, and independent 
voters, in ©very town and ward- 
and city and. county of the state. 

It requires the provision of places 
of attractive resort in the cities 
Where men and boys can find rest 
and recreation without temptation 
That is what it requires and that 
is what this league is organized to 
furnish. - • ’
